‘Collins Hit by Roadster 

| on Wrong Side of Ponce

Police Sunday night were searching 
for the driver of the small roadster 
of a popular type who late Saturday 
night ran down and instantly killed 
Ralph R. Collins, 23, junior at Geor- 
gia Tech, on Ponce de Leop avenue, 
near Myrtle street, and sped away 
from the scene with a headlight bent 
backward as a result of the impact. 

“Collins’ death exemplifies one of 
the most wanton instances of hit-and- 
run driving on our records,” Police 
Captain Grover C. Fain said Sunday 
night, “and with the information we 
have we expect to trace the car and 
its driver. It is clear that the driver 
was going at a reckless rate of speed 
and also driving on the far left side 
of the street. We know that the oc- 
cupants of the car were aware that 
they had struck a man and that they 
left the scene without even stopping 
to render, assistance.” 

A few hours after the accident, C. 
F. Wallace, of 574 Western avenue, 
driver of a taxicab, appeared at the 
office of The Constitution and 


reported having seen the car strike. 


Collins, He said his cab contained a 
passenger and was proceeding east on 
Ponce de Leon avenue when a small 
roadster occupied by ituiree persons 
came toward his cab on the wrong side 
of the street. This was a few feet east 
of Myrtle street, Wallace said, and 
, the roadster was being driven at ap- 
| proximately 50 miles an hour. 

| Wallace said it was necessary for 
him to pull sharply toward the curb 
to avoid being struck by the roadster 
and at the same instant, he said, a 
young man started across the avenue 
from the south side of the street. The 
roadster struck him, Wallace said, 
and the impact was so great that the

NONE SAVED AS SCHOONER 

CARRIES 18 TO BOTTOM 
_ EUREKA, Cal., Noy. 9.—(4)—Put- 
ting out to sea in the face of one of 
the worst gales felt here in years, the 
steam lumber schooner Brooklyn sank 
while attempting to cross the bar at 
the entrance to Humboldt bay, curry- 
ing down her Captain, T. Tufvesson, 
and a crew of 17. 

After part of a night and day of 
search by coast guard patrol] boats and 
harbor craft, no bodies hdd been re- 
covered, although wreckage of the lit- 
tle wooden steamer, including a 
smashed lifeboat and the pilot house, 
was washed ashore. 

Coast guard officials said their 
lookout noticed the Brooklyn steaming 
out of the harbor while a strong wind 
was blowing and a heavy fog settling 
over the water. Apparently, they 
said, nothing was wrong as the ship 
passed through the channel. A few 
minutes later the steamer whistled 
four times, indicating distress as huge 
waves broke over her. For several 
minutes she seemed to drift, then 
turned over and sank.

Dit AL CAPITAL 


Distinguished Soldier 
Succumbs in 77th Year 
After Gallant Fight. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(4)— 
General Tasker Howard Bliss is dead. 

The wartime chief.of staff and one 
time commanding general of the army 
died early today, clédsing an. active 
career of more than half a century 
in the military service. He was 76 
years old. 

Death came to the stalwart old 
army officer at 2:36 a. m., in Walter 
Reed hospital, days after attending 
physicians had given up hope of his 
recovery. He suffered from an intes- 
tinal ailment. | 

Mrs. Bliss and their two ehildren, 
Colonel Edward Goring Bliss and Mrs. 
Eleanor Frances Knopf, of New 


Haven, Conn., were at his bedside 
when the end came. 

Funeral services are to be held 
Wednesday and burial will be in Ar- 
lington cemetery. Famous military 
and naval officers will escort the 
body to the grave. 

General John J. Pershing, Secre- 
tary Hurley and General Charles P.

Senator Watson’s statement, issued 
through the ‘republican national com- 
mittee, said he welcomed the joint 
pledge of Chairman John J. Raskob, 
of the democratic national cor:™ittee, 
and six other democratic leaders, “and 
I am sure my colleagues will welcome 
it also.”

Duty to Help. 


“It is obviously the duty of repub- 
lican members to co-operate. The two 
parties are practically equally divided 
in the congress. It may be that the 
republicans have a majority in the 
lower house. 

“The very evenness of division be- 
tween the two parties is without par- 
allel in our history. It represents 
a legislative victory neither for the 
democrats nor the republicans. It 
may be well said on one side that 
the democrats have made considerable 
legislative gains. It may be said on 
the other side that the number of 
gains of the opposing party are much 
less than in many mid-term elections 
hitherto; that the democrats have 
failed in their objective and that the 
republicans have held astonishingly 
well in’ the face of the adverse fac- 
tors’ temporarily in motion.”, 

Meanwhile early reports indicated 
that the always individualistic mem- 
bers of the democratic party might 
not fall in line with the promises of 
the seven leaders, and on the other 
hand, might not present the unafii- 
mous party lineup necessary to any 
attempt to capture control of either 
or both houses. Senator-elect Huey 
Long, democrat, Louisiana, is unwill- 
ing to leave Louisiana until his term 
as governor expires. Senators here 
pointed out that democratic legislative 
policies are decided by party caucus 
and not handed down from high by 
party leaders. 

‘ Menace Ambition. 

These developments menace the 
democratic ambition to control the 
two houses—both apparently almost 
evenly divided on present returns from 
Tuesday’s elections—more than the 
democratic promise to co-operate in 
non-partisan measures which are 
aimed to promote the public good. If 
a half dozen democrats are lost in 
either house on organization, the at- 
tempt is lost, but it will take only @ 
few democrats supporting the body of 
republicans, to put over a measure. 

The difficulty here is one of defi- 
nition. How can the democrats de- 
cide whether a measure is non-parti- 
san or not? And on any major eco- 
nomic question, the leading democrats 
almost always have methods of solv- 
ing it which are radically different 
from the republican remedy. A year 
ago democratic leaders supported the

Rev. E. C. Atkins Will Tell Methodists of Handling Prisoners fe 


Thrilling Work of Salvation 


BY DR. THOMAS M. ELLIOTT. 

Among the many interesting reports 
to be submitted this week during the | 
North Georgia Methodist conference | 
by pastors none will be more thrilling | 
than that of the Rev. E. C. Atkins, | 
chaplain of the state prison farm at | 
Milledgeville. For eight years Mr. | 
Atkins has been working in that ca- 
pacity, and the story of his labors is 
an absorbing one. 

Although he has spent many years | 
in prison work, most acceptably and | 
successfully, Mr. Atkins today says he 
seems to know less about it, the more 
he Jearns; and he expresses amaze- 
ment at the lack of knowledge and 
interest of the general public as to | 
what goes on behind prison walls. Men | 
and women confined there, he says, 
are soon forgotten, save by a few 
curiosity seekers who visit the prison 
to see noted criminals, but who have 
no kindly interest in them. 

At the urgent request of the prison 
commission eight years ago Mr. At-| 
kins was loaned to the state to serve | 
as chaplain, Each year following the 
commission ‘has renewed the request 
for his continuance, Chairman Rainey 
has just written Bishop Moore, asking 
that Mr, Atkins be reassigned to that 
work*for another year, declaring that 


Mr. Atkins’ work has been of great 
service. 
No Religious Organization. 

When Mr. Atkins went to the pris- 
on farm as chaplain there was not a 
vestige of any kind of religious or- 
ganization among the prison inmates. 
It was necessary to set up some kind

The response Was gratifying; as 17 
persons went forward, knelt on the 
stone floor, wept out. their repentance, 
and gave their hearts and lives to 
God.- Of the number some were young 
women, others middle-aged, and sevy- 
eral were gray-haired women. Coax- 
ing and emotion were entirely absent, 
yet there was manifest an intense 1n- 
terest. 

Difficulties are encountered in car- 
rying on the religious work in the 
prison. All the inmates have to work, 
gaing out at sun-up and returning at 
sundown. Little time is afforded for 
it, save on Sundays and holidays. 


Many Reforms Genuine. 


Not all the confessions made are 
lasting, of course; but it is gratify- 
ing to realize that most of them are 
genuine, and lasting reforms are ef- 
fected. Many of the converts remain 
in prison and assist in carrying on 
the religious endeavor. Some become 
workers in the Sunday school, others 
lead prayer meetings, while others ex- 
hort fellow prisoners to accept Christ. 


Scores of instances have occurred, 
upon the departure from prison of 
some who have made profession of re- 
ligious faith, of their continuing in 
the straight and narrow way, and be- 
toming upright and useful citizens as 
well as workers in churches: where 
they locate. 

A few weeks ago a capable and at- 
tractive young woman from another 
state was released to go home. Dur- 
ing her imprisonment she had become 
a Christian believer. When leaving, 
she said to Chaplain Atkins: “Chap- 
lain, I want to say to you I have been 
greatly helped by the religious meet- 
ings. I am going home, not only to 


give the rest of my life to the service 
of the Lord, but I am going to en- 
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for the sake of others.” 

On her way to Alabama, she passed 
through Atlanta, and, while stopping 
at.a local hotel between trains, wrote 
again giving assurances of her pur- 
pose. . Since reaching home she has 
written reiterating her determination. 
Frequent letters are. received by Mr. 
Atkins, asking. that. . certificdtes - of 
moral character be forwarded, that 
church connections may be established 
wherever the released prisoners may 
go. Several young men now at the 
prison are studying and preparing 
themselves for Christian work when 
they get out. 

One phase of Chaplain Atkins’ work 
that is very trying is that connected 
with prisoners condemned to the elec- 
trie/ chair. During this year he has 
held 74 services in the death cells, 
and followed. 54 men to their execu- 
tion. He says this is his hardest 
work, and he simply cannot get used 
to it. No two men are the same, and 
each condemned man is a separate 
problem, to be solved in an individual 
way. Some are grossly ignorant, not 
knowing the first principles of salva- 
tion, and have to be instructed like 
little children. Others are self-willed 
and obdurate, proving difficult to 
teach. Mr. Atkins gets in touch with 
inmates of the death cells as soon as 
they reach the place, and spends from 
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religious work 


three to five hours with them daily | 


thereafter. 
Two Resist Religion. 


Mr. Atkins says of all those con- 
demned men who went to the electric 
chair only two resisted the offers of 
religious ¢onsolation. Others have 
gone to the chair calmly, and with the 
apparent hope of a better life in the 
eternal world. 

He relates an instance of powerful 
religious influences working upon a 
negro man, condemned for the mur- 
der of nine women and girls. The 
man appeared as if only a few years 
from the jungles, with long, straight 
black hair, finger nails an inch long 
and curved. Mr. Atkins realized that 
the man knew nothing of the simplest 
truths of religious belief, and would 
have to be taught as an infant. 

Telling the condemned man of the 
Heavenly Father and His love for 
man, and the sacrificing Saviour, mak- 
ing every effort-to bring these truths 
in the simplest way to the ignorant 
prisoner, hours were spent from day 
to day in the attempt to reach his 
inner being. Finally, one day as the 
chaplain spoke to him, the negro began 


ing back and forth on his cot where 

he sat. Burying his face in his hands 

in prayer, he presently threw up both 

hands and started to cry aloud in 

shrieks of joy. - 
Goes to Death Calmly. 

As in the jail at Philippi, when 
Paul and Silas created a furore by 
their shouts, so this cOndemned man 
created a sensation, and others went 
rushing to see who was being killed 
in cold blood, Chaplain Atkins urged 
the intruders, saying, “‘Do thyself no 
harm, for we are all here,” and as- 
sured thém the man would soon over- 
come his hysteria, and talk calmly. 
From then to the hour of his execu- 
tion the prisoner maintained his faith, 
rejoicing and went to his death calm- 


y- 

Another death-cell instance, of the 
very opposite extreme, occurred when 
a confirmed infidel was carried there, 
and breathing out threatenings and 
slaughter, swearing that no one would 
ever put him into the chair. Anxiety 
was felt among the authorities, for 
relatives had sworn to shoot to death 
any officer or person who might. lay 
hands upon the prisoner. 

Shortly afterwards Chaplain Atkins 
approached him, assuring the prisoner 
that permission would be given for 
visits of relatives, and offering to give 
religious help, provided it was de- 
sired. The hardened criminal shocked 
the chaplain by asking that he return 
and tell him of religion. Returning 
to the cell later, the prisoner stated 
that he wanted to know about “every- 
thing.” During the following days 
the man received instruction, which 
he at length accepted. personally, con- 
fessing that peace possessed his soul. 
On the day of his execution he was 
the calmest man inthe room, 

Doomed Negro Saved. 

The experience of an Atlanta negro 
who was carried to the farm for elec- 
trocution vividly illustrates the work- 
ing of Providence, as well as the ef- 
fectiveness of religious work done on 
the farm. Sent to the death cell, the¢ 
man clung to a delusion, that being 
a church member was sufficient for 
his salvation. Respited for 60 days, 
he cast aside the teachings given and 
went deeper into sin. Carried back 
to be executed, he still clung to his 
delusion until advised of the complete- 
ness of his error and warned of his 
doom. Respited again for 60 days, he 
was more thoughtful. Finally, return- 
ed to the prison and electrocuted, he 
refused any stimulant for his last or- 
deal, and passed out in victory. 

An officer of the Fulton county jail 
asked Chaplain Atkins what he had 
done to the negro, since he was 80 | 
changed after his second respite, no 
longer cursing and gambling, but read- 
ing, praying, singing all the time. 

Mr. Atkins has just observed ~ his 
seventy-fifth birthday anniversary, 
and says he is getting younger all 
the time. Formerly a minister of the 
Northern Methodist church, uniting 
with the conference in 1887, he af- 
filiated with the Southern Methodist 
church and served in various pasto- 
rates and enterprises, until the Geor- 
gia prison commission asked his ap- 
pointment as chaplain at the farm. 
Success has crowned his ministry 
there, where he is loved by the pris- 
oners, held in the highest esteem. by 
the prison authorities, and by. the 
citizenry of Milledgeville and Baldwin 
county.

Of O'Neill's 


Life Experience 


BY JULIA COLLIER HARRIS. 

When Sinclair Lewis was awarded 
the Nobel prize for literature on No- 
vember 5, a reporter with a good mem- 
ory asked him why he accepted this 
award after his refusal of the Pulitzer 
prize for “the best novel” in 1926, 
Mr. Lewis replied that the Pultizer 
award is cramped by the terms of 
Mr. Pulitzer’s will, with the result 
that it is likely to be given to that 
literary work which measures up to 
whatever code of good form may at 
the moment, be popular, rather than 
to a work of outstanding literary 
merit. Now, either Mr. Lewis’ mem- 
ory is shorter than that of his in- 
terviewer or his sense.of humor was 
more clouded than usual when he ad- 
vanced this explanation. For just 
two years after he turned down the 
Pulitzer committee so flatly, this’ com- 
mittee awarded the prize to Eugene 
O'Neill's “Strange Interlude” and, 
even before Lewis’ declinatory ges- 
ture, O'Neill had been twice honored 
with a Pulitzer award. Yet the latter 
has not yet succumbed to the temp- 
tation to leash his genius with the 
silken cord of conservatism or “good 
form.” 

Delving into my~file, I manage to 
find the comments on “Strange In- 
terlude” made by the chairman of 
the Pulitzer prize drama jury at the 
time of the award. “This play,” says 
Chairman Augustus Thomas, “drama- 
tizes the new psychology and depicts 
the tragedy wrought in four lives be- 
cause of the frustration of a-woman’s 
life due to the interference of a par- 
ent who thought or pretended he was 
acting for her good, when he was 
acting for his own __gelfish comfort. 
. . - This drama has great intensity 
of feeling, moments of beauty and, 
above all, it shows dramatically that 
the conscious emotions which give us 
dignity in our own eyes as individuals 
cannot be ignored . . It gets its 
fingers deeply tangled in the web of 
human life, it has depth and intel 
lectual power above any and all of 
its rivals.” 

Can it be that Mr. Lewis’ beau geste 
was a little too beautiful?

Eugene O'Neill's daemon or des- 
tiny or Providence, as one may choose 
to term it, had much. better fore- 
sight, in all probability, than parents 
and teachers suspected. The young 
man was one of those unruly crea- 
tures (sometimes called “nuts”’) over 
whom smug disciplinarians groan and 
wring unav iling hands. He left school 
to become a vagabond and before he 
had reached 24 he had wandered over 
Central and South America, had been 
a sailor, news-writer, actor, dockhand 
and ‘cattle tender in the steerage of 
ships. He contracted tropical fever 
and nearly died of it. Likewise, he 
contracted tuberculosis, which put a 
stop to his roaming and landed: him 
in a sanatorium, where he had a 
chance to think things over for nearly 
a year. It was here that he decided 
to ‘write, which was logical, since 
his stock in trade was merely the 
memory of many adventures and a 
multitude of picturesque and ungodly 
men. 


O'Neill was then 23 (he is now 42) 
and for a year or so he experimented 
with one-act plays and had some ex- 
perience in his father’s company with 
stage management and play produc- 
tion. He next entered Professor 
Baker's dramatic classes at Harvard 
where he worked a year, and where 
his practical experience and his ma- 
turity of mind and character must 
have made him rather a_e misfit 
| amongst academicians. At any rate, 
ihe again cut loose from instruction 
and joined forces with a band of 
capable but virtually unknown play- 
ers, later to become nationally famous 
as the producers of all his one-act 
plays. These were the VProvincetown

It is interesting to note that H. L. 
| Mencken, that editor who has brought 
forward so many of our most striking 


] young literary men and women, was 


the first to publish an O’Neill play. 
This was when the Mencken-Nathan 
combination enabled “Smart Set’ to 
live up to its name, and it was in 
that magazine that the appearance of 
three short plays by the author of 
“Strange Interlude” caused him to be- 
gin writing seridusly for publication. 
The result was the volume contain- 
ing “The Moon of the Caribbees,”’ 
which may be called O'Neill's first 
volume, since he has refused to gather 
into an authorized edition the dozen 
or more one-act plays written prio 
to this time. | 

Since the appearance of “The Moon 
of the Caribbees,” its author has been 
an outstanding figure in the dramatic 
world, for this volume was quickly 
followed up by “Beyond the Horizon,” 
“Different,” “Emperor Jones,” “Anna 
Christie,” “Desire Under the Elms,” 
“The Hairy Ape,” “Marco Millions,” 
“The Great God Brown,” a play with 
masks, and others equally distinctive 
and distinguished. 

In an interview, O'Neill once said 
that his earliest inspiration came from 
reading Kipling, London and Conrad; 
that he had read the Greek and Eliz- 


| abethan tragedians with avidity; and 


that “the Greek dream in tragedy is 
the noblest ever.” He admits that he 
is a confirmed mystic and that he 
had all the while been “aware of the 
force behind ma —call it God, fate 
or our biological past creating our 
present.” One critic justly says of 
him that he is “a bit of a poet who 
has labored with the spoken word to 
eyolve original rhythms of beauty 
where beauty apparently is not... 
and who sees the transforming nobil- 
ity of tragedy, in as near the Greek 
sense as one can grasp it, in seeming- 
ly the most ignoble, debased lives.” 

In “Strange Interlude,” O'Neill has 
brilliantly demonstrated the theory 
that “thought it not simple, but con- 
sists of layers of consciousness, only 
the uppermost of which ever reaches 
audible speech at all.” In this play, 
he brings the welter of the uncon- 
scious, usually expressed only in deli- 
rium or through dreams, up to the 
surface, by means of his “asides.” In- 
deed, he has here _ legitimized this 
“bastard child of the old melodrama” 
and put it to fascinating uses. 

This play is the play of Nina. 
The male characters are more or less 
shadowy. It is the female ego which 
dominates the action of the entire 
piece. One cannot fail to be reminded 
of Ibsen’s Hedda Gabler in following 
Nina’s career. Both women are de- 
vastatingly egocentric, but the mani- 
festations of their egos are exactly 
opposite in nature. Nina is determin- 
ed at all costs to perpetuate herself 
through her child. Hedda is the 
sombre symbol of sterility. Both are 
tyrannic to the last degree, devour- 
ing, ernushing in their wilfulness. A 
vehicle of the life force, Nina is fully 
as destructive as the sterile Hedda, 
which is a pretty piece of O'Neill 
irony. 

In one of O’Neill’s plays an old 
man says about women: “I always 
hit ’em a whack on the ear—that’s 
the way to fix ’em when they gits on 
their high horse.” Doubtless many in 
this week’s audiences will feel that 
is the way to “fix” Nina. But one 
might as well speak of “fixing” a 
tornado! 

Yet Nina, bold, brilliant bird of 
prey, has a fascinating lure and her 
qualities were superbly rendered both 
by Lynn Fontanne and Judith Ander- 
son. I saw the latter in the New 
York production and shall not soon 
forget the poignant drive of her inter- 
pretation. 

It goes without saying there will be 
emphatic and various opinions about 
“Strange Interlude.” Friends may 
even come to blows about its impli- 
cations and their significances. But 
in any case the play will give food for 
thought, and it illustrates perfectly 
the strange, sensitive and sombre 
beauty of O'Neill's genius. Also it 
is as good a proof as any that O'Neill, 
rather than Lewis, was the logical 
candidate for the recent Nobel award.

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DROUTH RELIEF RATES

Action Expected To Be Taken 
Over Protests of United 
. States. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(UP)— 
A decision by railroads to discontinue 
the emergency reductions in freight 
rates to drouth-stricken areas in 21 
States was announced today. The 
United Press learned it was made 
over protest of the administration, 
and there is a possibility it may be 


The railroad managements in a 
statement said the revenue loss from 
more than 60,000 carloads of stock- 
feed and live stock in and out of 
these areas will amount to several 
millions of dollars. “Such a drain of 
the revenues cannot longer be con- 
tinued,” the statement said. 

The reduction amounted to 50 per 
cent in eastern and southern terri- 
tories, 33 1-3 per cent in western ter- 
ritory. They became effective late in 
August, and were to continue to Oc- 
tober 31, but were extended for an- 
other month. 


The states in which the rates were 
granted following certification by the 
agriculture department of the drouth 
needs of specified countries, were: 
Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mary- 
land, pe amg Missouri, Montana, 
New Mexico, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 
Texas, Virginia, West Virginia and 
Wyoming. 

The 60,000 carloads which will have 
been moved under these rates by No- 
vember 30, the railroads said, was 
“probably greater than ever moved 
in any relief measures heretofore un- 
dertaken in this country.”

‘“* ‘Strange Interlude,’ ” she said Sun- 
day afternoon, “‘may be the best thing 
O’Neill has written yet, but I’m sure 
it is not as good as some of the things 
he is going to do.” 

Mrs. Scott is an almost fanatical 
admirer of O'Neill. About the only 
thing -he has written for the stage 
that she doesn’t like is “Desire Under 
the Elms.” She is quite convinced 
that he will go down into history as 
the greatest of all American play- 
wrights.and,.perhaps, the greatest in 
the world. 

Emphatieally Sincere. 

“He is so emphatically sincere,” 
she says. “His lines are so perfectly 
created and he stays true, all the 
time, to what he has seen and what 
he feels. He is superlatively honest

requisite for success in any creative 
work.” 

Mrs. Scott is herself one of the 
most entertaining talkers imaginable. 
Her business is to lecture about the 
theater and she has, more than once, 
kept a roomful of Atlanta school 
girls entranced for more than two 
hours at a stretch. Which, in the 
line of achievement, is itself some- 
thing to boast about. 

She admits frankly that she is 
chiefly interested, at the moment, in 
talking about “Strange Interlude.” 
She doesn’t, however, want everybody 
to see it at the Erlanger theater next 
week, 

“There are some people,” she said 
Sunday, “who, perhaps, had better 
not see the play. Better for them 
and better for the play and the the- 
ater. Because it is such an intelli- 
gent thing. And, after all, it is bet- 
ter for people not to worry over things 
they don’t understand, isn’t it? 

Greatest Soul Analysis. 

“But I think it is the greatest 
analysis of the soul of a woman that 
was ever created. Nina, in the play, 
is to me the same character as the 
Silver Chord Mother. She is a wom- 
an who must always dominate every 
Situation. Her spirit demands that 
she take everything and use it for 
her own spiritual needs. She is, after 


all, true to life. She merely is com-

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pelled, by circumstances, to find the 
object for her mother love, for her 
husband affection and for her paé- 
sion in different men, rather than in 
the one individual.” 

Mrs. Scott talked Sunday of many 
things. Of books and the theater and 
the democrats and prohibition and 
the movies and Will Hays, Of cigar- 
ets and restaurants and husbands and 
religion. Of woman’s clubs, of legis- 
latures find of the new youth. 

But always she harked back to 
Eugene O'Neill and “Strange Inter- 
lude.” It is admitted that the play 
makes stronger enemies and firmer 
friends than any production the stage 
has known before. One thing is cer- 
tain. In Mrs. Scott it has made the 
strongest friend imaginable. 

Maybe it'll do likewise for all of 
us. Anyway, don’t forget that the 
curtain rises each night at 5:30— 
and they allow you an hour and 20 
minutes’ intermission to get dinner.

“Armistice Day, celebrating the 
conclusion of the world’s greatest 
war, pertinently emphasizes our ex- 
periences in that war against Eng- 
land in which my ancestors served,” 
declared Mrs. Charles F. Rice,, past 
honorary state president and past re- 
gent of General John Floyd chapter 
of Atlanta, Ga., and also vice presi- 
dent national of the United States 
national society of the daughters of 
1812, of which Mrs. Samnel Z. Shope, 
of Narberth, near (Philadelphia, is 
president national. 

“The lessons of the World War,” 
continued Mrs. Rice, “have been weld- 
ed into a comprehensive national de- 
fense law.

\lack of training and failure of sup- 
' plies, required 56,000 regular soldiers, 
a constantly changing militia force 
secured from over 450.000 short-term 
enlistments tegether with an expendi- 
ture of over $82,000,000 to overcome 
a hostile force which at its maximum 
was less than 17,000 trained, expe- 
rienced soldiers,” — 

Mrs. Rice is a granddaughter of 
Lieutenant Elisha Strong, acting cap- 
tain of the Georgia militia during the 
War of 1812, and enlisted in Lexing- 
ton Ga.

They ‘insist, however, that the gov- 
ernment has no more license to fix 
the selling price of the commodity— 
electric power—than it has to say 
what the pair of shoes shall be sold 
for or the ton of coal, to the ulti- 
mate consumer. 

Paul Shipman Andrews, special as- 
sistant attorney general of New York, 
in certain water power matters, ap- 
pearing before the committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce last 
May when that committee was con- 
sidering a bill to reorganize the federal 
power commission, made a long argu- 
ment in which he held that the gov- 
ernment could not fix the sale price 
of electricity to consumers any more 
than it could fix the price of shoes, 
coal or what, even though the elec- 
tricity in question was moving inter- 
state commerce.

HURTS BOND LS!

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—(/)—Sell- 
ing .dominated the trend of bonds 
last week although conditions that 
normally influence a rise remain the 
best that have existed in several 
years, 

Outweighiflg the favorable factors 
was the heaviness of the stock mar- 
ket and as on similar occasions in the 
past, bonds dipped as the sharp de- 
clines in equity issues forced emer- 
gency selling of investments. 

Early in the week, which was short- 
ened by election day, the effect of 
liquidation was partially offset by 
the inquiry for gilt-edge bonds but 
pressure on railroad stocks extended 
to fixed income obligations of carriers, 
culminating on Friday in a sharp set- 
back for bonds in the most active*ses- 
sion in a fortnight. 

While not fully reflecting the losses 
sustained during the week, the aver- 
age price of 30 bonds dropped 3-10ths 
of a point to 98.6 compared with the 
year’s low of 98.4. Railroads drop- 
ped 8-10ths of a point in the aver- 
ages and the industrials lost 1-2. 
While not escaping from the liquida- 
tion on Friday nor the irregularity 
earlier in the week, high-grade utili- 
ties were higher. 

All in all the market made a dis- 
mal showing although the easy tone 
of the money market remained undis- 
turbed; commodity prices are at the 


lowest levels in recent years and the 
reservoir of funds of banks and other 
institutions for investment continues 
to mount to almost unprecedented 
volume, 

The failure of second grade issues 
to follow the lead of gilt-edge issues 
that have been strengthened by in- 
stitutional inquiry has caused disap- 
pointment in investment circles which 
have faith in the potency of cheap 
money as a stimulant. The desultory 
activity leads the National City bank 
to point out that study of the move- 
ment in 1920 and 1921 reveals a par- 
allel case. During the first half of 
1920 while business was nearing a 
crisis the bond market declined stead- 
ily but prices turned upward imme- 
diately after the initial break in share 
prices and rallied during the late sum- 
mer and fall and then remained prac- 
tically stationary for 10 months. It 
was unable to make any notable prog- 
ress until the summer of 1921 when 
business and the stock market assumed 
a rosier hue. : 

In financial circles the belief i 
growing that demand for fixed income 
securities will not btoaden to influ- 
ence a robust rally until confidence 
in the future of business is restored. 
At present it is conceded that the so- 
called private investor remains on the 
sidelines so far as the bond market 
is concerned, and that most of the 
buying is of institutional origin. 
Banks, however, avoid all except the 
highest type of investment. 

Profiting by their experience early 
in the year when,new offerings ap- 
peared in such volume as to cause 
sluggishness among listed issues, in- 
vestment houses have altered their 
plans for fall financing in view of the 
unsettled condition of the market. The 
total for last week was only $34,500,- 
000, of which nearly two-thirds was 
in municipal issues. This compared 
with the previous weck’s total of $17,- 
643,000, the second smallest of the 
year, and $16,866,000 a year ago, 
when the stock panic called a tem- 
porary halt on corporate investment 
financing. 


FISHERMEN KILLED 
AS SHIP EXPLODES 


BILOXI, Mi:s., Nov. 9.—()—Ed 
Adolphsen, 50, and Conrad Hahn, 35, 
Biloxi fishermen, were instantly killed 
today when their 45-foot trawl boat 
Chiquita blew up off Breton Island. 


Several drums of gasoline explod- 
ing just after one of the men entered 
the cabin to make coffee, destroyed 
the Chiquita just as it was preparing 
to leave on the day’s fishing excur- 
sion. 

One of the crew of the coast guard 
boat 300, which was anchored about 
200 feet from the trawler, saw the 
blast, and two coastguardsmen, un- 
der orders from QO. 8. B. Oleson, in 
charge of the CG-300, rowed to the 
scene of the wreck and succeeded in 
recovering the bodies of the fishermen 
after a search of 15 minutes. 

The strength of the explosion was 
sufficient to rock the coast guard 
boat and a small fishing vessel that 
was tied up near-by.

STOCKS WEARNESS 


Pessimism Being Overdone, 


Leading Economists Find

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—(4)—Th 
somtewhat lower seasonal trends which 
appear at this time of year were re- 
flected in contractions of most indices 
of business activity during the past 
week, 

Mercantile reviews pointed out that 
the peak season of wholesale buying 
has now past, and that the autumn 
trade has in the main failed of the 
expansion which normal seasonal in- 
fluences alone had indicated. Retail 
buying, however, held up fairly well, 
and should be stimulated by the ap- 
proach of the holidays in the next 
few weeks. 

Business sentiment remained so 
gloomy in many quarters that econo- 
mists who have not heretofore been 
inclined. to stress the psychological 
factor in the present depression as- 
serted that pessimism was being over 
done. Bankers again found it neces- 
sary to point out, that after all, con- 
ditions are still much more favorable 
than they were in 1921. ° 

Seeing Ghosts. 

Dr. Benjamin Anderson, Jr., econo- 
‘mist of the Chase National bank, 
said, “Some of us are seeing ghosts 
today, and the situation is not as bad 
as rumors have made it or hysteria 
in certain places have made it.” Dr. 
Anderson expressed the belief that 
business is worse that it needs to be, 
even recognizing all of the fundamen- 
tal difficulties with which it must 
contend; He felt that improvement 
could come at any time, and be very 
substantial improvement, but said he 
did not know when it would come. 

Even at its worst, statistical evi- 
dence shows that 1930 has not fallen 
to the low levels of 1921, and Dr. An- 
derson pointed out that today, busi- 
ness is not held back by lack of credit 
while in 1921, “financial embarrass- 
ments were so acute that many busi- 
nesses could not even do the business 
that was in sight.” 

R. C. Stephenson, president of the 
American Bankers’ Association, points 
out in the issue of the association’s 
journal published*this week that pro- 
duction has fallen below the levels of 


minimum consumption, “Production 
fell sharply below the volume requir- 
ed even for minimum consumption, 
and now that surplus stores are near- 
ing depletion, and shortages develop- 
ing, the forces of replenishment must 
come into play again.” 

The weekly freight car loadings re- 
port was better than expected, show- 
ing a substantial gain from the pre- 
ceding week, but the fact that this in- 
crease was largely accounted for by 
seasonal movement of coal, while less 
than car load lots of merchandise de- 
clined, took the edge off this report. 


Mills Slacken. 


Steel mill operations continued to 
slacken. Iron Age estimated ingot 
output at 48 per cent of. capacity, 
against oO per cent the previous week. 
Scrap steel prices were again under 
pressure, but finished steel and pig 
iron held steady. The placing of the 
unusually large order for 50, tons 
of pig iron by American Radiator 
was interpreted in some quarters as 
indicating the belief that prices had 
touched bottom. Early pickup in au- 
tomobile manufacturing is expected. 

The petroleum industry was still 
unsettled. . Refiners’ gasoline stocks 
continued to pile up, and the com- 
mittee on petroleum economics re- 
ported that a reduction in output of 
at least 7 per cent must be made if 
supply is not to continue to exceed 
demand. In the copper industry, it 
was understood that unofficial con- 
ferences looking to world curtailment 
were in progress, and that large pro- 
ducers were declining to sell at the 
price of 91-2 cents a pound. 

Fresh instability of commodity 
prices was again a troublesome fac- 
tor. During the forepart of the week, 
wheat tumbled to the lowest prices in 
24 years and cotton reacted, after a 
fortnight of gains, Late in the week, 
however, cotton again advanced. 
Hides, silk, coffee, rubber and tin, 
also had sinking spells but zine was 
firmer. A study of past depressions 
shows that business usuaHy picks: up 
some months before commodity prices, 
but recovery seems to require a flat- 
tening out of the commodity price 
movement. 


U.S. REPORTS ADVANCE 
NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 10.— 
(P)—Although the government report 
announcing a forecast of the crop 
based on condition prevailing Novem- 


ber 1 was issued only at the close of 
the week, anticipation of this report 
dominated the cotton market during 
ts entire period. The government 
announced at 10 o’clock Saturday, 
central standard time, that the in- 
dicated yield was 14,438,000 bales or 
48,000 bales less than the estimate 
of a month previous. 

This total was much smaller than 
anticipated by traders and the im- 
mediate reaction to the smaller figures 
was a rally of 25 to 31 points, some 
of which gain was cut down near the 
close on Saturday by rather liberal 
hedge selling. 

At the same time that the indicated 
yield was announced, the census bu- 
reau reported that the tota] ginnings 
to November 1 had been 10,863,601 
running bales which also was smaller 
than anticipated and probably was 
one of the influences back of the ad- 
vance, 

During nearly the entire week, in 
advance of the government report, the 
market had been reactionary owing 
to the customary liquidation of the 
long interest under the belief that the 
forecast of the yield would prove 
somewhat larger than the total issued 
October 8. This liqhidation was sup- 
plemented by some short selling by 
professional traders who were will- 
ing to’take a chance at the govern- 
inent estimate proving larger than 
trade expectations. 

As a result of this selling, the De- 
cember position wy to a level 50 
points under the high of Monday, 
and 78 points under the highest 
reached during the preceding week. 
As a result of the rallies at the end 
of the week the close on Saturday 
showed little or no net change com- 
pared with the preceding Saturday.

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REDUCTIONS TO END 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(®)— 
Emergency reductions in freight rates 
put into effect by railroads for the 
relief of drouth sufferers will be dis- 
continued on November 30. 


Eastern, western and southern rail- 
way executives, in making this an- 
nouncement today, said the revenue 
loss would aggregate several million 
dollars “and such a drain on the rev- 
enues cannot longer be continued.” 


The announcement said the reduc- 
tions were made at the request of 
President Hoover and that more than 
60,000 carloads of freight will have 
been moved under the reduced rates 
by November 30. . 

“This represents an immense ton- 
nage,” the statement added, “and 
probably greater than ever moved in 
any relief measures heretofore under- 
taken in this country.” 

Explaining that the _ railroads 
“willingly co-operated with the presi- 
dent in the relief program,” the state- 
ment said “this announcement is 
made at this time in order to remove 
any uncertainty as to the position of 
the carriers concerning a further ex- 
tension of the emergency § reduced 
rates.” 

Meanwhile, Dr. C. W. Warburton, 
secretary of the federal drouth relief 
committee, urged farmers to save 
home-grown seed for next year’s corn 
and cotton crops even if they had to 
buy feed to replace it. 

“In many states,” he said in a 
statement, “the crop standardization 
work of the department of agriculture 
and the state experiment stations has 
produced varieties and strains that 
cannot be replaced if they are lost. 

“Even a small nubbin of corn that 
grew under adverse conditions this 
year will transmit the characteristics 


of the strain and will produce a bet- 
ter crop next year than fancy ears of 
an unadapted variety from some out- 
side source.” 

Dr, Warburton also expressed the 
opinion that farm laborers and ten- 
ants thinking of moving to the city 
will “fare worse in the city than they 
will on the farm this winter.”

UTILITY SHARES LEAD 


CURB MARKET DECLINE

NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—(/)—Two 
months of declining prices, sending 
a large group of curb stocks to record 
lows, have revived talk of a selling 
climax, although hope of more than 
a technical recovery is seldom ex- 
pressed in speculative circles. 

The market last week followed the 
lead of its old favorites, the utilities, 
which seemed to be affected to a con- 
siderable extent by the election re- 
sults, and sold off sharply on increas- 
ing turnovers. Only a handful of 
stocks was able to withstand the 
pressure, and the issues in that up 
were inactives, mostly wel wert. 
shares. Electric Bond & Share 
dropped to around 40 compared with ° 
its year’s high of (117 7-8 and its 
1928 peak of 189. The stock was 
freely supplied on all rallies. Ameri- 
can Superpower was also weak and 
dipped below 11, while United Light © 
& Power “A” penetrated the old re- 
sistance level and made a new low. 

Standard Oil of Indiana was a fea- 
ture of the petroleum shares. It of- 
fered stubborn resistance at 40, but 
cumulative pressure was sufficient to 
break it a point under that quota- 
tion. Vacuum firmed on the declara- 
tion of the 25 cent extra dividend and 
with Standard Oil of Kentucky en- 
joyed the distinction of holding 
above the year’s low. The latter 
stock, however, succumbed in Satur- 
day’s trading and sagged to a new 
1930 minimum. 

The break in Cities Service was 
an unsettling development at _ the 
week-end. Offerings reached so large . 
a volume on Friday that the special- 
ist in the issue was clogged with 
selling orders and trading in the issue 
on the Boston Stock Exchange was 
suspended a few minutes because cf 
an erroneous report that similar a¢- 
tion had been taken here. The shares 
took their severest punishment, how- 
ever, on Saturday, when extensive 
short selling and liquidation carried 
the price level down several points to 
a new low.
